The Stalin overtures, both 
made in the form of answers to 
questions by an American corre- 
spondent set tongues racing 
around the globe. That was a 
natural reaction in a world which 
is sick of strife. 

The immediate reaction in 
western capitals and among close 
observers was that Stalin was en- 
gaged in a propaganda game, As 
this column has previously 
pointed out, they figured he was 
making a peace offensive to Jull 
the western world into a feeling 
of security and so soften the in- 
creasingly effective drive against 
the Reds. 


INTERESTING SIDELIGHT 


It is an interesting sidelight 
that he specified Russia, Poland 
or Czechoslovakia as the meeting 
place. He did this on the ground 
that his doctors wouldn't permit 
him to travel as far afield as 
Washington 

President Truman is willing te 
see Stalin in Washington, but has 
no intention of going abroad for 
a meeting.
